Perhaps the most perplexing phase 


of the situation on Capitol Hill is thnt 
pome of the members who vote "dry" 
drink intoxicants whenever they pet 
a. chance. 
Some of these men 
de- 


plore their own lack of 
self-control 


and every now and then express the 
wish that, it be rendered 
impossible 


for them to get liquor. They believe 
in the theory of enforcement but like 
many persons outside 
of official life 


they cannot easily repress habits of a 
lifetime. 


Members of congress are immune 


from arrest and presumably thereof 
ficos will never be raided. The Anti 
Saloon league has discreetly refrained 
from urging 
any such search. The 


prohibition vote in congress might be 
imperiled if any attempt was made to 
bear, down heavily on those members 
who vbtod dry but continue -their use 
of alcoholic beverages. This group is 
not'numerically large but its support 
s nevertheless valuable. 


As for 
the prohibition officers of 


the executive Branch of the govern- 
nent they have no jurisdiction over 
he members of congress, in fact they 
are embarrassed by the fact tha.t oth- 
er officers-of the government are not 
obeying tho Volstead net.

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WHAT VALUE DOBS WISCONSIN 


PLACE ON MANUFACTURING? 
One is constrained to vronder what 


ralue the lawmakers at Madison, now en- 
gaged in revising taxation upward and 
in subjecting industry to certain discrim- 
inations place upon manufacturing in 
the state of Wisconsin. Do they believe 
that the prosperity and progress of Wis- 
consin have a relationship to manufactur- 
ing and its development, or do they be- 
lieve that our advancement is confined 
1o agriculture and to labor without man- 
ufacture? 
These lawmakers 
are not 


manufacturers themselves, and they were 
not elected to represent the manufactur- 
ing interests/ They are not acquainted 
with the technique of manufacturing as 
a business, nor with the relation of its 
costs, location, etc. through competition. 
Their ideas about manufacturing and its 
treatment by the state in matters of tax- 
ation and regulation are political and are 
the result of agitation 
fomented 
by 


politicians. 


The status of "Wisconsin as a manufac- 


turing state is in the balance. 
Two of 


the most important original lines of 
man- 


ufacture in this state overe lumber and 
paper. 
Both were the product of na- 


tural resources. The lumber industry ha*, 
undergone an inevitable decline, and Ihis 
applies to the paper industry in certain 
phases. 
It is a question as to whether 


the next ten years will not show a ma- 
terial reduction in the paper 'business. 
With the exception of industry concen- 
trated in a small area of the southeastern 
portion of the state, which is largely ov- 
erflow from Chicago. Wiconsin has not 
developed as rapidly as it should as a 
manufacturing state. Tf it is to develop 
it must be able to compete with industry 
outside the state. 


It does not matter whether a corpora- 


tion pays laxes of 3. 5. 10. or 50%,so' 
far as the spread of its taxes is concerned. 
They arc necessarily a part of its opera- 
tion costs and enter into and go to make 
up the price charged to the consumer 
for the commodity it produces. The 
r.pnsumer therefore pays the tax. The 
larger the tax the larger necessarily must 
be the price charged for the product in 
order to pay the tax. 
Nothing is to be 


gained by taxing industry in generalMo 
the point where it materially increases 
the cost of living, for the reason that it 
increases the cost of living out of propor- 
tion to the tax collected. 
Nor is there 


anything to be gained b.y taxing indus- 
try to an extent that it lowers its abili- 
ty to compete with industry in other 
states. Ibereby curtailing its market or 
reducing them to the point where profit 
becomes impossible. The only outcome of 
such a policy will be the 
impoverish- 


ment of industry, which means weak and 
decaying industry, with- reduced employ- 
ment, and wages, and ultimately loss 
of the large volume of taxes now paid 
by manufacturers. 


Has the legislature 
in proposing to 


enact legislation now -before it considered 
its,far reaching results? 
Do the legis- 


lators know how many scores of millions 
of dollars have been invested in Wiscon- 
sin industry by residents oLother states? 
Have 
they 
considered 
what 
ef- 


fect this proposed legislation will have in 
continuing the constant flow into Wis- 
consin of outside capital which is so es- 
sential if ow future is- to be as strong in 
development as our tax? 


To take a somewhat local example, the 


Foy river from Neenah to Green Bay is 
lined with paper mills. 
Approximately 


twenty millions of dollars spent in build- 
ing and developing these industries have 
b«en borrowed from "without the state. 


, If thesft industries are-io keep pace with 
( the country's growth, additions and en- 


largement* must be made in the future. 
A conviction on the part of outside in* 
VMtop that tbfi 


occupying a hazardous position because 
of the hostility of the state's government ' 
makes more difficult ami expensive, it 


not. 
impossible, suitable financing upon 


their part. 
Failure upon the part of the 


state's manufacturing plant* to grow is 
plainly 
a deprivation of those larger 


revenues which the state needs and pros- 
perous industry only can pay. 


Many of the important manufacturing 


states like Illinois, Indiana. Michigan, 
Pennsylvania. New Jersey, levy no in- 
come taxation upon cither corporations 
or individual. 
Massachusetts levies a 


2^/2% tax on the profits of corporations, 
based on the net income afe filed with the 
federal government. 
Connecticut levies 


a 2% tax on net income. In the field of 
realty taxation there also is a, difference. 
Indiana in 1019 assessed property at on- 
ly 40fo of its valuation. Illinois at only. 
2B%," Michigan at 92$K Minnesota at 
40^, New York 86$>. while Wisconsin 
assessed at lOOfc. 


We do not know of any agitation in 


the great manufacturing states for the 
placing of burdens xipon industry such as 
it is proposed to levy in Wisconsin. In 
the face of conditions which are manifest- 
ly favorable to manufacture in these 
states as against Wisconsin, the legisla- 
ture proposes to still further increase tax- 
ation heavily* and to add the discrimina- 
tion of exposing to competitors and others 
who have no business to such informa- 
tion, vital facts pertaining to finances, 
costs, profits, and other details. From 65 
manufacturing concerns of the state, 
among them the largest it possesses, have 
announced that if this program goes 
through they will abandon expansions 
they had intended to make. Others are 
leaving the state, and the rest, whether 
they have spoken or not, are contemplat- 
ing the future with -misgivings or despair. 


It will gain Wisconsin nothing to bury 


its head in the sand and take an ostrich 
view of this situation. It will gain labor 
nothing-to imperil or reduce its field and 
opportunities for employment. It will gain 
nothing to the farmer by reducing the 
market for his product, and. certainly 
they will 'be reduced if manufacturing 
suffers. 
It is true thai manufacturing 


in Wisconsin cannot be killed in a day 
nor in a year, no matter what legislation 
is enacted, but it is equally true that forc- 
es can be set at work that will undermine 
th*» strength and development of Wiscon- 
sin as a manufacturing state, and that 
slowly but surely in the course of time 
will give ^ a black eye industrially and 
bring about injuries that only generations 
of tedious recovery can repair. 


Instead of a policy of hostility toward 


industry, we believe Wisconsin ought to 
encourage it. We believe it will be mak- 
ing the mistake "of its life if it embarks 
upon a program that destroys .the faith qf 
capital in this state as a place of invest- 
ment, ajid that forces manufacturers on 
their part to policies of reprisal and es- 
cape. 
The legislature is not legislating 


for the farmer or labor when it legislates 
against manufacturing: on the contrary it 
is legislating more against them than the 
object of direct attack. The time to sur- 
vey the consequences of laws about to be 
enacted at Madison is now and not after 
they have been put in operation, and the 
survey should be made, with intelligence 
and fairness. 
Back of it all is the quesj 


tion. do we want to preserve and develop 
Wisconsin 
as a manufacturing state? 


Finally, if manufacturing is injured and 
its development retarted, who are to pay 
the taxes? Do agriculture and labor wish 
to pay in the years to come the bulk of 
the taxes, or do they wish to prosper man- 
ufacturing so that it can and will pay lib- 
erally toward the support and administra- 
tion of state government?

THE COUGH THAT WENT TO COURT 


Although glimmerings of sanity and enlightenment 


occasionally flash through the darkness, such a flash 
as I am going to describe, ther£ are still too many 
persons, with a pretense of intelligence, who claim 
the right to spread communicable disease wh»n not 
too ill to do so, who resent any attempt at restraint 
on the part of health authorities. 


A contractor was'^sued and compelled to pay dam 


ages to certain of his workmen who contracted ty- 
phoid fever from polluted drinking water which he 
supplied on the job. The court held that the cor- 
tractor had been negligent in failing to make sure 
of the purity and safety of the water. 


Restaurant proprietors have been held responsible 


for injuries or illnesses suffered by patrons who 
discovered buttons, bits of glass.or other foreign ob- 
jects in the food as it was served. How much great- 
er is the chance o£ illness or death from the untasted 
and unseen things which sometimes enter food—say 
typhoid bacilli from a typhoid carrier who handles 
the food? Many typhoid epidemics are traced to 
such sources nowadays. 
Would a victim of such 


an accident have a claim for damages against the 
food purveyor on the ground of negligence in not 
making sure of the sanitary status of the em- 
ploye? 
. 
I aJmosl fear to reiterate that we have our loving 


friends to thank for the "colds," as they prefer to 
call them, which they hawk about. Not even the 
most ignorant boor deliberately spits in one's face 
nowadays, but a lot of self-styled polite persons 
think nothing at all of dividing this offense into a 
fine invisible spray and distributing it indiscrimin- 
ately upon all who venture within the range of the 
barrage. A microbe can get along very satisfactor- 
ily- in a mere homeopathic or microscopic droplet of 
moisture, 'for a distance of two to 10 feet, to effect, 
what, for the microbe, is a happy landing. 


This is just what I'm telling you. I'm only an 


ordinary health specialist, a reformed doctor. But 
a lawyer in Michigan, in fact a lawyer with some 
standing among his kind, says so too: so it must be 
true. The supreme court of Michigan has affirmed 
a judgment based on tfie contention that a doctor 
contracted a fatal illness (influenza and pneumonia) 
when a patient eoughed in his face. The judgment 
was against an accident insurance company which 
tried to evade settlement by contending that this in. 
fection was not an accident covered by the terms 
of the policy. The court held that the patient didn't 
intentionally cough in the doctor's face, that there- 
fore it was an accident, and accepted the opinions 
of men learned in the medical profession to the effect 
that particles of moisture or sputum lodged in the 
doctor's mouth or on his lips and thus conveyed tn 
him the septic matter (microbes or germs) respon- 
sible for the influenza and pneumonia. 


The areidrnt insurance company did not seek an 


expert testimony but had it done so I would have 
been compelled to testify that the unfortunate dor. 
tor failed to exercise due care and precaution when 
he stood directly before a patient complaining of 
wearing his gauze mask to catch any such germ 
surli svmptoms (a respiratory infection) without 
laden droplets.

fo the pool, and carried him to the 
playground supervisor. 


"This boy threw tacks in the pool," 


he cried.

There is much to tell of new pave- 


ments and other physical improve- 


ments, but first the things that hav« 
been done for the health and _the 
comfort and the pleasure of the peo- 
ple of Petersburg by its, new govern- 
ment will be considered. 


There are six 
playgrounds 
n o ^ 


where there were none before—four 
for white and two for colored chU- 
dten. 
Three of these are equipped 


with concrete swimming pools, 
and 


two more will have such pools by the 
beginning''of the summer. 
And in 


addition to these pools there is a big 
swimming beach at Lee park in a 
lake that is three-quarters of a mile 
long and ^ 40 deep in places. 
There 


was no place to swim in Petersburg 
before the city manager came, and no 
place for children to play but in the 
streets. 
\ 
As for parks'? There were two, both 


beautiful, but children wer^e made to 
keep off the grass. Mow -there is a 
playground and a 
pool 
in each, 


There are also new parks. Mr. Brown- 
low wanted to put a playground in a 
section ,of the city which had been 
much neglected. 
There was a vacant 


lot of ground, several acres in ex- 
tent, and he set about to find the 
owner to get permission to use the 
ground. He found that years and 
years ago it had been dedicated to 
the city as a park, but ne%er used and 
everybody had forgotten it. Part of 
it was used as a garbage dump. It 
is now a beautiful park with a play- 
ground and next summer it will have 
its swimming pool also. 


This new park is the chief feature 


of a memorial avenue lined by trees 
dedicated to the 
memory 
of 
the 


Petersburg men who fell in the World 
War, each commemorated 
with a. 


bronze tablet set in a stone monu- 
ment, gome of 
which 
always 
are 


wreathed in flowers. 


Then there is Lee Park". The city 


owned a great tract of land adjoin- 
ing the city limits surrounding a lake 
that formerly was used as a water 
supply. It had been abandoned, and 
the land lay idle, nearly 1,700 acres 
cut through "by one country road. 
Mr. Brownlow told the council he 
believed he could make a park there 
without costing the city a 
cent in 


either taxes or bond mo';?y. 
The 


council said to go ahead. 


First. Mr. Brownlow encouraged the 


revivaT of a country club and sold it 
enough land lor its use for $8,000. 
Then he sold some standing timber 
on a part of the land cut off by a 
railroad for $12,600. That gave him 
$20,000. He has spent all of this but 
$5,000. >Jic now has four and a half 
miles of' park 
road, 
including 
a 


wonderful scenic drive 
around 
the 


lake, a system of four miles of foot 
paths, including 28 rustic foot bridges. 
-six baseball diamonds, a number of 
picnic places, spring and wells, to say 
nothing of the swimming beach and 
the boating on the lake. 


The 'lake, the winding roads a.nd 


paths, ,the groves of pine, of beech, 
of oak, of hickory and of cedar, make 
the -place one of wonderful natural 
beanl'y. 
Vho 
historic 
interest 
is 


added by the presence within the park 
of two perfectly preserved forts and 
more than a mile of entrenchments 
testifying to the days when Grant be- 
selged T>e fn J^eteraburg for 
more 


than 11 months. 
At' one of 
these 


forts in this park the last guns were 
fired on the morning of April 2, 1865, 
when Lee left Petersburg only to 
surrender seven da'ys later at 
Ap- 


pomattox. 
That is why, this park,

Tho solution, therefore, resolves It- 


self to the auto owner's own secret 
method of forestalling the theft of his 
machine. Crooks kno.w most of these, 


•*"*' but even this knowledge may not help 


them because "of the many variations 
to which, each preventive measure can 
be put. 


For instance, where lines leading 


to the spark plugs are about the same 
length; he knows many autoists take 
the precaution -of switching- them so 
that no spark will occur at the right 
tirne. In spite O't this, however, the 
preventive is much more effective than 
a marketed appliance, because there 
are so many many different combin- 
ations in, which these cables can be 
switched.

Concealing a knifo switch in the 


ignition system 
so that 
When the 


switch is open the current is. shut offl 
The crook might know the cause of" 
his trouble in attempting to remove 
the car, but he might have to give up 
before finding where the opening is in 
the* circuit. 


CAN'T STOP TOWING 


There is one method in theft, how- 


ever, that cannot be prevented. That 
is, towing off the car. 
Crooks have 


been 
known to bring a 
garage 


wrecking car to the scene of their 
theft, lift up the front or,rear wheels 
and tow it off— giving an appearance 
as though the object of their crime 
was in a wreck. 


For this reason the motorist should 


nlways consider his m.Tchine liable to 
be stolen. And for this reason, one 
ndditional precaution should be taken. 
This is marking the car so that it can 
easily be identified by tho real owner. 


Auto 
manufacturers \liave their 


own markings on various parts of the 
machine. 
But every thief knows 


where to look for them and how to 
eliminate or change them. 


The only wqy out therefore, is the 


placing of the 
owner's individual 


marks in secret snots about the car. 
Tho car thief might try looking for 
such marksrbut it would be almost 
beyond human ingenuity to flnd ail. 


Some known ways to. mark the car 


for identification are — scratching1 a 
mark or name on the inside of the 
radiator feed, 
inside the 
headlight 


rims or at any of a thousand and one 
points on the chassis and body, each 
just as -secret as the other. 


Concealing a calling: card in the up- 


holstery may lead to easy identifica- 
tion. In fact, there may be as many 
such Trays of proving ownership as 
ihere are auto owners. 
Chances of 


destruction of these, in the process of

Much of,tlie talk of embassy 
liquor running freely IB exaggerated 
Some attache* have lent themselves 
to schemes of the "bootleggers" and 
frequently the latter have used B 
vants and employes to aid in getting 
empty bottles and the use* or diplo- 
matic trucks and vehicles but in the 
main the amount of embassy liquor 
finding its way Into the hands of "boot- 
leggers" for resale IB very small In- 
deed. 


GET "PRESENTS" 


No account of what is happening in 


Washington would be complete without 
mention of the custom of present-giv- 
ing which some of the embassies and 
legations quietly observe. The foreign 
diplomats and their secretaries sympa- 
thize with the thirst of their American 
friends. 


The writer talked with the ambas- 


sador here- of one of the great powers 
who said he believed this was a bad 
custom and he had issued strict orders 
to the members of his staff several 
months ago to abandon it. He sensed 
possible embarrassments. 
First, the 


embassies and legations »vatch each 
other carefully and there is no telling 
when one of them would be the means 
of telling about the gift-giving of the 
other. 
Broadly speaking, the giving 


of wines and hquons- to American offi- 
cials by their embassy friends is not 
practiced for any particular purpose 
but there is always the chance that 
the influence of foreign governments 
might, be exerted through such indi- 
rect methods on pending legislation or 
on acts of departmental officials. Con- 
gress itself has never taken 
official j 


cognizance of this but ic«ently there 
have been resolutions introduced in- 
quiring of the department of state as 
to the amount of liquor permitted to 
enter the United States for use an em- 
bassies and legations. Such informa- 
tion is intended to develop whether a 
reasonable or unreasonable supply Is 
being imported. 


MAY CHANGE MEANING 


Then there 
is 
the 
question of 


whether the imported supply may be 
used in an embassy 
for 
entertain- 


n.ent purposes and for the ambassa- 
dor's own table or whether it can be 
delivered to the homes, flats and apart- 
ments of dozens of lesser attaches who 
aie usually included in the privileges 
of diplomatic immunity on the theory 
that they and their effects are a part 
of the embassy household. Congress 
may some day seek to restrict the 
meaning of diplomatic immunity in 
the United States but the chances are 
tho department of state will volun- 
tarily work out the problem with the 
embassies and legations so there will 
be no need of publicity or controversy 
in congress. 
' 


Washington itself, is not a "dry" 


city in the sense that western, muni- 
cipalities are. Being close to Mary- 
land where there isn't even a state 
enforcement act and where the gover- 
nor is a "wet" the apportunities for 
the liquor traffic are almost the same 
as in other eastern cities 
Some of 


the biggest raids of the prohibition 
era have been staged in the national 
capital. Moonshine from the Virginia 
hills comes in regularly. More decep- 
tions are practiced here perhaps than 
elswhere. "Bootleggers" who have j 


gathered up smptv bottles used by 
tho embassies boldly proclaim 
that 


they are selling liquor or else they 
pretend they have Imported their 
goods through embassy influence. 


Recent investigation of dozens of 


samples from "bootleggers" in the 
District of Columbia revealed the us- 
ual amount "of diluted 
whisky 
and 


poisoned substances 
So far as the 


nonofflcial class is concerned, it Ms an 
much the victim of the "bootlegger" 
trade an the population of any other 
oily on the Atlantic seaboard though 
the police here are more active in pur- 
suing "bootleggers" than is the case 
in other cities. 


STOP CRY OF IIYPROCRICY 
As for the 'official class, the pro- 


hibition organizations are trying by 
every subtle means in their power to 
persuade those higher up to set an 
example and practice self restraint so 
that the cry of hypocricy raised out- 
side of Washington shall not impede 
the development of a public sentiment 
throughout the nation. 


The are of coursr those who believe 


that as the national capital tightens 
up and liquor gets rcarcer and scarcer 
the ruling class will be more apprecia 
tive of the demands of the populace 
for a light beverage for table use. 
Whatever 
be the result of law en- 


forcement or obedience to the law on 
the part of those who make and ad- 
minister the laws of America, the big 
development of the hour is that offi- 
cials high and low are waking up to 
the fact that the eyes of the nation 
are turned on them and that the gos- 
sip of the pa.«t accuses them of fail- 
ing to practice what they preach. Uu-
